The government, it developed, sent 
detectives 
among

some of whom joined their organiza­ 
tion actually helped to manufacture 
the bombs witii which the reign of 
terror was to be staffed.

Being fully aware of all these plans, 
the government

threatened. 
The 
police then 
raided 
the communist plants and captured a 
complete bomb factory and a large 
assortment of a m u and ammunition. 
All was done quietly but the people 
of Buenos Aires soon realized that 
they had escaped a real danger when 
photographs of 
the 
collections

death-dealing Implements were 
pub 
itshed in the newspapers aud the po 
lice revealed the frustrated plans. 
Squads of 
mounted police 
armed 
with riiles appeared in the streets for 
.-.everai days after the raids. 
Three 
radical unions struck and there was 
an unsuccessful attempt to blow up a 
railroad bridge and a suburban tram 
line was forced to suspend until sol­ 
diers arrived to protect the cars from 
attacks 
on conductors 
and 
motor­ 
men.
